Thepov/ersof  Governmen*t  of  the  State  of  Descret  shall  be  di- 
vided into  three  distinct  departments;  Viz,  Legislative,  Executive; 
and  Judiciary. 

ARTICLE  2.     OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE. 

Sf.c.  L  The  Legislative  authority  of  this  State,  shall  be  vested 
in  a  General  Assembly,  cf>nsisting  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives; both  to  be  elected  by  the  people. 

Sec.  2.  The  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  annual; 
:iv'd  the  first  Session  be  held  on  the  first  monday  of  July  next;  and 
thereafter,  on  the  first  Monday  of  December;  unless  the  Govern- 
or of  the  State  shall  convene  the  Assembly,  in  the  interim,  by  Proc- 
lamatioi). 

Sec.  o.  The  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
rlioscn  biennially,  by  the  qualified  Electors  of  their  respcctiv^e  Dis- 
1  ricts,  on  the  1st.  Monday  in  August;  whose  term  of  office  shall  con- 
uiiue  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  General  Election. 

Sec.  -J.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  House  of  Rcpro- 
s.'ntatives,  wlio  has  not  attained  the  age  of  25  years;  the  same  to 
b^a  free,  wiiite,  male  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  an  Inhabi- 
tant of  this  State,  one  year  preceding  the  time  of  his  Election,  and 
-.'.  resident  of  the  District  or  County  30  days  next  preceding  his 
i'lk'ction;  and  have  at  his  election,  an  actual  residence  in  the  Dis- 
trict he  may  be  chcsen  to  represent. 

Sr.c.  5.  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years.  i\i 
;  he  s;iinc  time  and  place  of  RepresentatiA'es;  they  shall  be  thirty 


years  of  age,  and  possess  the  qualifications  of  Representatives.  :;:■  t  - 
residence  and  Citizenship. 

Skc.  6.  The  number  of  Senators  shall  not  be  less  than  on;^ 
third,  nor  more  than  one  half  of  the  Representatives;  and,  at  the  fivft. 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  after  this  Constitution  takes  effect , 
the  Senate  shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally  as  may  be,  into  two 
classes;  the  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class,  shall  be  vacated 
at  the  expiration  of  two  years,  so  that  one  half  of  the  Senate  shall  hv 
elected  biennially. 

Sec.  7.  Each  house  shall  choose  its  own  officers;  and  judge  oi 
the  qualification,  election,  and  return  of  its  own  members;  and  co!'- 
tested  elections  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  herea;- 
ter  be  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  A  majority,  in  each  house,  shall  constitute  a  nuoruin 
to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  compel  tlie  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner,  an;! 
under  such  penalty,  as  each  house  may  provide. 

Sec.  9.  Each  house  shall  have  all  powers  necessary  for  a 
Branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  a  free  and  independent  Govern- 
ment. 

Sec.  10.  Each  member  of  tbe  Assembb/  shall  bo  privileged 
from  civil  arrest,  during  any  Session,  and  in  going  to,  and  retmi;- 
ing  from  the  same. 

Sec  11.  Neither  liouse  shall,  without  the  consent  of  tlie  oili- 
er, adjourn  for  more  than  three  days;  nor  to  any  other  place,  thcdi 
tkat  in  which  they  may  be  sitting. 

Sec.  12.  The  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  Session,  provide  for 
an  enumeration  of  the  white  Inhabitants,  and  an  apportio-inient  fcr 
the  Senators  and  Representatives. 

Sec.  13.  Each  member  of  the  Assembly  shall  take  an  oath  c:: 
affirmation  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  ^hiited  States,  and  of 
this  State;  and  members  shah,  and  are  hereby  enipcwcred  to  admir:- 
ister  said  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  ea.ch  other. 

Sec.  14.  The  "Veto  power  of  the  Governor,  shnll  be  allov,T;d. 
l)y  the  Assembly,  except  on  bills,  v.diich,  when  recoui  id:red,  sha  1  bo 
again  passed  by  a  majority  of  two  thirds  of  those  present;  and  any 
bill  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  shall  be  rctin-,]ed  Vvithin  ten  days, 
( Sundays  excepted, )  v/ith  his  objections;  otherwise  it  shall  become  a 
law;  unless  the  Assembly,  by  adjourinnent,  prevent  its  return. 

Sec.  15.  Every  law  passed  by  the  Assembly,  sliall  take  effvct 
from  an.d  after  due  publication  by  Authorit3\ 

vSnc.  IG.  The  voters  of  this  State,  may  elect,  at  the  firs:  El  j(- 
tion,  not  exceeding  17'  Senators,  and  35  Representatives.. 
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ARTICLES.     OF  THE  EXECUTIVE. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor, 
who  shall  liold  his  office  for  four  years.  A  Lieutenant  Governor 
shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same  term,  who  shall 
be  the  President  of  tlie  Senate. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor, 
or  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  has  not  been  a  Citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  a  resident  of  this  State,  two  years  next  preceding  his 
KleclioD,  and  attained  the  age  of  35  years,  at  the  time  oi  liis  Election- 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Mili- 
tia, Navy,  and  all  the  Ai-mies  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  transact  all  Executive  business  with  the  Of- 
ficers of  Government,  Civil  and  Military;  and  may  require  informa- 
lion  in  writing  from  the  officers  of  the  Executive  Department,  upon 
any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  5.     He  shall  see  that  the  laws  are  f:iithfaily  executed. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  office  shall,  from  any  cause,  become  vacant, 
and  no  mode  is  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  for  filling 
such  vacancy,  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
by  granting  a  commission,  which  shall  expire,  when  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  due  course  of  i jaw. 

Sgc.  7.  He  shall  also  have  power,  to  convene  the  Gcncrai 
Assembly,  by  Proclamation,  v^'hen  hi  his  opinion  the  interests  of  the 
State  require  it. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  communicate  by  Message  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, at  every  Session,  the  Condition  of  the  State;  and  recom- 
mend such  matters  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  ofdisagreement  in  the  General  A.ssembly,  wi  J i 
regard  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  the  Governor  shall  have  power 
iO  dissolve  the  Session  by  proclamation. 

S[?,c.  10.  No  Person  shall,  while  holding  any  lucrative  office 
nnder  the  United  States,  or  this  State,  execute  the  office  of  Goverii- 
or,  except  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  lav/. 

Sec.  il.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves 
and  ])ardons,  and  commute  punishments  after  conviction:  except  in 
oases  of  impeachment. 

Sec,  12.  The  Governor  shall  receive,  for  his  services,  such 
compensation  as  shall  hereafter  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec  13.  There  shall  be  a  Seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be 
'-.ept  by  the  Governor,  and  used  by  him  officially;  and  shall  be  called 
GhiEAT  Seal  of  the  State  of  Deseret. 

3i:c.  14.  All  grants  and  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and 
by  t'..f'  "uithority  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Deseret;  sealed  with 
the  '>.-;f.at  Seal  of  this  State,  signed  by  the  Governor,  and  coun- 


tersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  15.  A  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of  Public 
accounts,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  Electors,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  fair  Registry  of  all  the  official 
acts  of  the  Governor,  and  shall  when  required,  lay  the  same,  togeth- 
er with  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers,  relative  thereto,  before 
either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  perform  such  oth- 
er duties  as  shall  be  assigned  him  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  In  case  of  Impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  remov- 
al fi'om  office,  death,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  until  such  disability  shall  cease,  or  the  vacancy  be  fill- 
ed. 

ARTICLE,  4.     OF  THE  JUDICIARY. 

Sec.  1.  The  Judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme 
Court,  and  such  Inferior  Courts,  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  from 
time  to  time  establish. 

.  Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice, 
and  tv/o  Associates,  either  two  of  v/hom  sliall  be  a  Quorum  to  hold 
Courts. 

Sec  3,  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by 
joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  hold 
their  Courts  at  sncli  time  and  place  as  the  General  Assembly  shall 
direct;  and  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  peace  throughout  the  State,  and 
shall  exercise  such  other  Jurisdictions  and  appellate  powers,  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be,  the  State  of  Dese- 
RET,  and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State. 

ARTICLE.  5.     OF  ELECTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor  of  accomits,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  Electors,  as  provided  for  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  holding  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  returns  of  every  Election  for  Governor,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  and  Auditor,  shall  be  sealed 
up,  (fc  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  scat  of  Government,  directed  to 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives;  who  shall,  during  the 
first  week  of  the  Session,  open  and  publish  them  m  the  presence  of 
hoih  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  the  persons,  receiving  a 
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majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  fur  their  respective  ofnccs,  shall 
be  declared  duly  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor.  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of 
State,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation ,  to  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State;  wliich  oath  or 
affirmation,  shall  be  administered  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

Sec  4.  The  first  Election  for  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  other  officers  under  this  Constitution,  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  May  next,  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  public  meet- 
ings, in  the  diflerent  Districts  and  Settlements;  at  which  time  and 
place,  the  qualified  voters  shall  vote  for,  or  against  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution;  and.  if  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes,  shall  be  in 
favor  of  its  adoption,  the  same  shall  take  eftect  from  and  aftf-r 
said  Election. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Elections,  the 
qualified  Electors  shall  organize  the  Polls  by  appointing  t\vo  Judg- 
es, who  shall  be  authorized  to  qualify  each  other,  and  appoint  tw.o 
suitable  persons,  as  Clerks;  and  said  Judges  shall,  at  the  close  of  said 
Election,  seal  up  the  number  of  votes  so  cast,  and  fortiiwiih  trans- 
mit them  to  the  President  of  this  Convention. 

Sec  6.  The  returns  of  the  first  Election,  herein  provided  for, 
shall  be  made  to  the  Chairman  of  this  Convention;  who,  togethei- 
v/ith  the  two  Secretaries,  shall  proceed  immediately  to  open  said 
returns,  and  count  the  votes:  upon  ascertaining  the  persons  receiv- 
ing a  majority  of  votes,  they  shall  forthwith  notify  them  of  their 
Election. 

Sec  7.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  Session,  pro- 
vide by  law,  a  general  system  of  Election  for  officers,  under  this 
Constitution;  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  hereafter  created  by 
law. 

Sec  S.     The  manner  of  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec  9.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  at  Grea.t  Salt  Lake 
City;  which  place  shall  be  the  seat  of  Government,  mitil  other- 
wise provided  by  law. 

Sec  10.  All  wliite  male  residents  of  this  State,  over  the  age 
of  21  years,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  voting  at  the  first  Election, 
and  adoption  of  this  Constitution;  Provided,  that  no  person  in  the 
Military,  Naval  or  Marine  service  of  the  United  States  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  resident  of  this  State,  by  being  stationed  in  any  Garrison, 
Barrack,  Militar}',  or  Naval  place,  or  Station  within  this  State;  un- 
less othervrise  provided  for  by  law. 


ARTICLE  6.     OF  MILITIA. 

Sec.  1.  The  Militia  of  this  State  shall  be  composed  of  all  able  bo- 
died, white  male  Citizens,  between  the  ages  of  18  &,  45  years,  except 
such  as  are,  or  may  hereafter  be  exempt,  by  the  Laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State;  and  shall  be  armed,  equipped,  and  trained, 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  provide  by  Law. 

Sec.  2.  All  Commissioned  officers  of  the  Militia,  (Staff  officers 
excepted, )  shall  be  elected  by  the  persons  liable  to  perform  Military 
Duty;  and  all  Commissioned  officers  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor. 

ARTICLE  7.  AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Sec.  1.  If  at  any  time  the  General  Assembly  shall  deem  it  nec- 
essary, and  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State,  that  this  Consti- 
lution  should  be  revised,  altered,  or  amended;  the  Assembly 
shall  cause  such  revisions,  alterations,  or  amendments,  to  be  pub- 
lished, in  the  same  manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  the  publication 
of  the  Statutes;  and  appoint  a  day,  not  less  than  thirty  da^^s  there- 
after, for  the  Electors  of  the  Commonwealth  to  assemble  in  then- 
several  precincts,  and  vote  for,  or  against  said  revisions,  alterations, 
or  amendments;  and  if  a  majority  of  said  Electors  shall  vote  in  faver 
of  said  revisions,  alterations,  or  amendments,  the  same  shall  there- 
after become  parts,  and  parcels  of  this  Constitution:  Otherwise, 
ihis  Constitution  shall  remain  unaltered. 

ARTICLE  8.    DECLARATION  OP  RIGHTS. 

Sec.  1.  In  Republican  Governments,  all  men  should  be  born 
equally  free  and  independent,  and  possess  certain  natural,  essen 
tial.  and  inalienable  rights;  among  which,  are  those  of  enjoying 
and  defending  their  Life  and  Liberty;  acquiring,  possessing  and 
protecting  property;  and  of  seeking  and  obtaining  their  safety  and 
happiness. 

Sec.  2.  All  Political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people;  and  all 
free  Governments  are  founded  in  their  authority,  and  instituted  for 
their  benefit;  Therefore,  they  have  an  inalienable  and  indefeazible 
right  to  institute  Government;  and  to  alter,  reform,  and  totally 
change  the  same,  when  their  safety,  happiness,  and  the  public  good 
sliall  require  it. 

Sec.  3.  All  men  shall  have  a  natural  and  inalienable  right  to 
worship  God,  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  ov/n  consciences; 
and  the  General  Assembly  shall  make  no  lav/  respecting  an  estab- 
lishment of  Religion,  or  of  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or 
disturb  any  person  in  his  religious  worship  or  sentiments;  provided 
lie  does  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  nor  obstruct  others  in  their  :\^ 
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Ugioiis  worship:  and  all  persons,  demeaning  themselves  peaceably 
as  good  members  of  the  State,  shall  be  equaUy  mider  the  protcr- 
iion  of  the  laws;  and  no  subordination  or  preference  of  any  one  sect 
;)r  denomination  to  another,  shall  ever  be  established  by  law;  nor 
shall  tmy  religious  test  be  ever  reqnjved  for  any  office  of  trust  imder 
this  State. 

Sec.  4.  7Vny  Citizen  of  this  State,  who  may  hereafter  be  en- 
gaged, either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  a  duel,  either  as  principal,  or 
accessory  before  the  fact,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  of- 
fice under  the  Constitution,  and  lav/s  of  this  State. 

Sec  5.  Every  person  may  speak,  write,  and  publish  his  senti- 
ments, on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for. the  abuse  of  that  right: 
and  no  law  shall  be  pas^.ed  to  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the 
Press. 

Sec.  6.  The  people  shall  be  secuve  in  their  persons,  houses,  pa- 
pers, and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  -searches  and  seiziu'es. 

Sec.  7.  The  right  of  tri?'  by  Jury  sha'l  remain  inviolate;  and 
"11  criminals  shall  be  iieard  by  self,  or  counsel,  at  their  own  election. 
Sec.  8.  All  penalties  r  id  punishment!?  shall  be  h\,  proportion 
to  the  offence;  and  all  offences  before  conviction,  shall  be  bailable; 
except  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident,  or  the  presump- 
tion great. 

Sec.  9.  The  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless  in  caso  of  rebellion,  o:-  iuvvoion  r,r  r'</>  riii-,i;r>  safety  shall  re- 
quire it. 

Sec.  10,  Treason  aga;ii'%  lius  .Siac:,  siiP'i  consist  only  in  le- 
vying war  agaiiist  it,  or  adhei'ing  to  its  enemies,  or  giving  them  aid 
and  comfort. 

Sec.  11.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  bill  of  attainder, 
or  Ex  Post  Facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts 
to  hinder  the  execution  of  Justice. 

Sec.  12.  The  laws  shall  not  be  suspended,  but  by  thr" 
Legislative,  or  Executive  authority. 

Sec.  13.  Thor'-lu  oT  r;^t;:-o;i.  bv  the  pconlc.  .':•'■'  h'-  ;^-i-- 
served  inviolate. 

Sec.  14.  The  iignc  Oi  ^.ri'zens,  tolcecp  aiid  bv.u  :kiu^,  '■.':>: '^  ^ni- 
mon  defence,  shall  not  be  questioned. 

Sec.  15.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use 
without  just  compensation. 

Sec.  16.  No  standing  ?:-my  shall  be  kept  up,  in  time  of  peace, 
and  the  Military  shall  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places,  bo  ' '  sub- 
ordination to  the  Civil  power.

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ORDINANCE  REGULATING  ELECTIONS. 

Passed  by  the  General  Assemhlijj  November  12,  184?. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  Ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  That  on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  in  the  year  of  oiu- 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  three,  and  every  four 
years  thereafter,  f  unless  changed  by  AmeudmentG  of  the  Constitu- 
tion 1  there  shall  be  an  Election  in  each  Precinct  in  this  State,  for 
the  Election  of  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  all  other  State  officers 
which  have  been,  or  may  be  created  by  law,  whose  term  of  office, 
shall  be  four  years,  and  whose  election  is  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  la\v. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  first  Monday  of  August  A.  I),  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  one:  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  Elections  held,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  Election  of  Represen- 
tatives. Senators,  and  one  Associate  Justice  of  the  County  Court, 
ill  those  Districts,  or  Counties,  where  the  term  of  those  elected  has 
expired. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  first  Monday  of  August,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty  one,  and  every  two  years  thereafter;  there  shall 
be  an  Election  in  each  Precinct  of  this  State,  for  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Constables,  aud  such  otlier  Precinct  or  County  officers,  as 
may  become  necessary  to  elect,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sep.  4.  Every  Precinct  shall  compose  an  Eicctorial  District, 
and  the  County  Judges  of  each  County  shall  name  a  house,  or  place 
in  each  Precinct,  where  the  Election  shall  be  held:  and  appoint 
three  Judges  of  said  Election. 

Sec.  5,  The  Electors  of  every  Precinct,  have  the  rieht  to  an- 
point  Judges,  and  regulate  their  own  Election:  if  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlic  Clerks  of  County  Courts 
respectively,  one  month  before  each  General  Election,  or  six  days 
before  each  special  election,  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Sheritf 
of  their  respective  Counties,  one  Blank  Poll  Book;  a:  the  expense 
of  the  County,  for  each  precinct  in  his  County;  properly  ruled  and 
laid  off  into  Columns,  with  the  necessary  Certificates  attached, 
which  Books  the  Sheriff  shall  faithfully  deliver,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Judges  of  the  Election,  in  their  respective  Pre- 
cincts. 

Sfx.  7.  The  Judges  before  they  enter  upon  their  duties  shall 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation:-! — do  svvear  or  afih-m  (as  the 
case  may  be)  that  I  will  faithfully,  and  impartially  discharge,  the 
<biti*>s  r.f  Jndi^f'  cXi^o  ■nros.pnt  Election,  occnrdincr  Vo  Ju'^tice.  an*^ 
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the  best  of  my  abilities;  which  oath  »>r  aflinnatioii  shall  be  admin- 
jstcred  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  if  present;  if  not,  they  are  authcr- 
ized  to  qualifjy  each  other. 

Sec.  S.  The  Judt^rs  shall  uppohit  a  Clerk,  who,  before  cntcr- 
inii;  upon  the  duties  of  his  appointment,  shall  take  an  oath  or  allirni- 
ation.  v/hich  may  be  administered  by  either  of  the  Judges  of  Elec- 
tion, that  he  will'  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  appointment 
to  the  best  of  his  abilities,  record  the  names  of  all  the  voters,  and 
distinctly  carry  out  in  lines  or  colunms  the  number  of  each  voter. 

S>;c.  9.  The  time  for  openiuir,  and  closing  the  Polls,  s'lall  be 
between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  ni  the  morning,  and  nine  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  and  one  of  the  Judges  shidl  cry  hi  an  audible  voice 
the  name  of  each  voter  as  given  in. 

Skc.  10.  The  votes  given  at  all  Elections  shall  be  by  Ballot, 
and  each  voter  shall  give  hi;:;  vote  by  single  ballot  in  a  public  man- 
ner, which  shall  be  a  paper  ticket,  on  which  sliall  be  written  or 
printed  the  names  of  the  several  candidates;  in  connection  with  the 
cirice,  that  the  voter  intends  that  each  sliall  fill. 

Sec.  11.  When  any  person  olTers  to  vote  in  a  Prechict  of  w!iich 
he  is  not  a  resident,  l"or  State  or  County  olhccrs;  if  he  possess  the 
necessary  qualificalion*;  of  a  voter;  he  may  vote  on  taking  an  oath 
or  alFirmation  that  he  has  not  voted,  and  will  not  vote,  in  any  otlu-r 
Precinct  during  the  pending  Election. 

Sec  12.  The  Judgcs-of  Election  shall  preserve  good  order; 
and  may  punisfi  any  disorderly  person,  for  contempt,  by  fine,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  at  their  discretion. 

Sec  13.  The  Judges  shall  decide  on  the  legality  of  all  voters; 
and  no  person  thai  is  a  candidate  for  any  office  then  pending  in 
this  State,  shall  sit  as  Judge,  or  act  as  Clerk,  of  such  Election. 

Skc  14.  At  the  closing  of  the  Polls  on  the  day  of  Election, 
the  Jud^-es  shall  in  a  public  manner  count  oil' the  number  of  Ballots 
polled,  and  call  oif  distinctly  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  on 
each  Ballot;  numbering  them  on  the  back,  as  counted,  from  one 
^nd  upwards,  and  string  tlie  sam.e  on  a  twhie,  and  needle;  and  the 
Clerk  sliall  carefvdly  mark  down  the  nuiirber  of  votes  given  for  each 
candidate  as  called  off  by  the  Judge. 

Sec.  15.  At  the  close  of  each  Eleclion,  the  Judges  shall  certify 
Tinder  their  own  hands,  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each  candi- 
date, which  shall  be  attested  by  the  Clerk,  v.-ho  shall  transmit  the 
:-;ame.  toii^ether  with  the  Poll  Book,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County 
Court,  ia  which  the  Election  was  held,  within  five  days  thereafisr; 
riud  tiie  Judges  shall  retain  a  tru-3  copy  thereof,  together  with  the 
iiallots,  fyee'tothe  inspection  of  all  voters.

Sec.  17,  The  Clerks  of  tiie  several  Counties  to  whom  a  trans- 
cript of  the  votes  in  any  Election  is  directed,  shall  v.'ithin  three 
days  after  the  time  limited  for  the  examination  of  the  Polls,  cause 
to  be  conveyed  to  the  seat  of  Government,  addressed  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  a  fair  abstract  of  ail  the  legal  votes  polled  in  iheir  re- 
spective Counties,  for  State  oificers  at  suclt  Election. 

Sec.  18.  Wiilun  twenty  days  after  each  General  Election,  or 
sooner  if  the  returns  have  all  been  duly  made,  the  Secretary  of 
State  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  cast  up  the  votes  given 
in  the  several  Counties  in  this  State,  for  State  officers,  and  shall 
give  to  those  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  certificates  of 
their  Election,  under  his  own  hand,  with  the  Seal  of  tlie  State  ai- 
fixed  thereto. 

Sec.  19.  Should  any  two,  or  more  candidates  hr.ve  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  t.he  Secretary  of  State,  with  the  assistance  of  tho 
Lieutenant  Governor,  shall  cast  lots  in  tbo  presence  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, to  decide  wliich  of  the  cafididates  shall  fill  the  ofHce. 

Sec.  20.  In  all  Elections  of  County  oliicers,  when  there  shall 
be  a  tie  given;  the  County  Clerk  and  Judges,  shall  prepare  and  cast 
lots,  and  decide  which  of  the  candidates  shall  fill  the  office. 

Sec.  21.  When  the  Election  of  any  County  or  Precinct  officer, 
is  contested  by  two  or  more  candidates;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
County  Court  to  decide  between  them;  and  give  him,  in  whose  fa- 
vor they  decide,  a  certificate  of  his  Election. 

Sec.  22.  Whenever  a  vacancy  in  any  office  shall  occur,  and 
a  special  Election  shall  become  necessary,  the  Sheriff  shall,  ten 
days  previous  to  tlie  same,  ]:ut  up  advertisements  at  three  of  the 
moFt  public  places  in  each  Precinct  in  his  County,  stating  tlie  tinif; 
and  place  of  holding  such  Election,  unless  otiierwise  diieetcd  m 
the  writ  of  Election. 

Sisc.  23.  All  contested  Elections  for  Governor,  Lioutenaiit 
Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  aiid  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  shall  be  decided  by  a  joint  vote  of  both  Houses  of  the 
General  Assembly,  in  tho  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
the  President  of  the  Senate  presiding. 

Skc.  24.  If  any  person  contest  the  Election  of  Governor,  LieU' 
tenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State.  Treasurer,  or  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts,  he  shall  present  a  petition  to  each  House  of  the  Gen- 
eral   Assembly  setting  forth  the  poir.tp  rn  which  hv  will  content 
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the  bamC;  and  i!ie  iitcts  vvhicii  he  will  pruvt:  m  L-iu;;j;ori  of  tho:-o 
points,  praying  for  leave  to  produce  his  proofs,  whereupon  a  vote 
sliail  he  taken  in  each  House,  Yeas,  and  Nays,  v.^herher  leave  shall 
be  granted,  and  if  a  majority/  of  all  the  members  of  both  Houses  be 
ni  favor  of  the  petitioner,  they  shall  appoint  a  Joint  Cummittee  to 
take  the  testimony  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner,  with  power  to 
send  for  persons  and  papers  as  witnesses,  to  meet  at  such  time  and 
place  as  they  shall  direct;  and  they  shall  notify  the  opposite  party 
thereof,  and  of  the  points  to  bo  adduced,  that  he  may  attend  with 
his  witnesses:  and  said  Committee,  after  taking  tiie  depositions  of 
both  parties,  shall  report  the  same  to  both  Houges,  and  a  day  sliall 
be  fixed  by  a  joint  resclation  ff  r  tlie  meeting  of  both  Houses  to  de- 
cide upon  the  same;  on  which  decision,  the  Yeas,  aiid  Na/s,  shall 
be  taken  by  the  Clerks  of  botli  Houses,  and  entered  upon  their 
.Journals. 

Sec.  25.  If  any  Judge  or  Clerk  of  any  Election,  or  any  oliiccr 
acting  in  any  wise  pertaining  thereto,  after  they  have  r.nder- 
takcn  to  perform  the  duties  pointed  out  in  this  Ordinance,  fail  so  to 
do;  (unless  prevented  by  sickness,  inability,  or  unavoidable  circuni- 
Gtances,  )hc  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  and  punishment,  at  tlie  dis- 
cretion of  the  County  Court,  having  Jurisdicticii. 

Sec.  26.  All  State,  County,  or  Precinct  ofTices  that  have  been, 
or  may  be  hereafter  created,  until  the  General  Election  Law  of 
the  State  takes  eil'ect  and  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law,  sfiall 
be  filled  by  f^xecutivc  appointment.

AN  ORDINANCE,  ORGANIZING  THE  NAUVOO  LEGION. 
Passed  by  the  Legislaiive  Council,  March  9.  1840 

That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  organize,  or  author- 
ize others  to  organize,  all  the  male  inhabitants  of  the  valley  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake,  who  are  able  bodied  men,  over  fourteen,  and 
under  seventy-five  years  of  age,  into  different  companies,  the 
Vfhole  to  form  an  entire  Military  Organization  of  the  people,  under 
the  name  of  the  Navvoo  Legion. 

Whereupon  Amasa  Lyman^  Charles  C.  Rich,  and  Daniel  H, 
Wells,  were  anpointed  said  Committee.

That  George  D.  Grant  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  to  raise  a 
Company  of  fifty  mounted  men,  to  preserve  this  City  and  neigh- 
borhood from  Indifin  depredations.

AN  ORDLNANCE  REGULATING  THE  MILITIA  OF 

THE  STATE  OF  DESERET. 
Passed  by  the  General  Assembly  December  S.  1849. 

»S'ec.  1  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Deseret,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  able  bodied  white  male 
(yitizen,  of  this  State;  between  the  ages  of  Eighteen  and  Forty 
five  years,  (except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  law,)  to  perform 
military  dut}r. 

.S'ec.  2.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  non-commissioned  officer 
and  private,  to  keep  and  preserve  in  good  order  and  repair,  one 
good  rifle,  musket,  or  yauger  gun,  with  all  necessary  accoutre- 
ments; and  not  less  than  forty  eight  rounds  of  ammunition,  suitable 
for  his  firelock. 

Sec.  3.  All  horse  companies,  shall  furnish  themselves  with 
good  and  sufficient  horses,  and  all  necessary  accoutrements,  and  in 
addition  to  other  arms,  one  pair  of  holster  }.>istols,  with  ammunition 
and  accoutrements  as  aforesaid;  and  shall  keep  and  preserve  the 
same  in  good  order  and  repair. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  muster  and  inspection  of  arms,  of  each 
company,  as  often  as  oncie  in  two  months;  commencing  on  the  last 
Saturday  of  March  next,  a  report  of  the  condition  of  v/hich,  togeth- 
er with  the  amount  of  ammunition  &:c.  shall  be  returned  to  the  com- 
mander of  tlieir  respective  regiments  within  ten  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  a  drill  of  all  commissioned  and  non- 
commissioned officers,  of  each  Regiment,  on  the  Saturday  previous 
ro  each  company  muster.  A  Report  of  v/hich,  together  with  a  con- 
soiidaied  report,  of  Company  musters  shall  be  returned  to  the  Ad- 
jutant General's  office,  on  or  before  the  fnstday  of  November  an- 
nually, and  oftener  if  required  by  the  Major  General. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  a  General  Myster  of  each  Regiment 
once  m  each  year,  which  shall  continue  three  days  in  succession, 
performing  Camp  duty,  the  Commanding  officer  of  each  Regiment 
fixine  the  time,  of  hol'dins  the  same. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  musician,  non-commissioned  officer,  or  private 
(Orderly  sergeant  excepted)  failing  to  attend  any  muster,  and  not 
remaining  at  the  same  for  the  time  appointed,  and  not  having  his 
arms,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  as  herein  provided,  for  an  in- 
spection of  the  same,  shall  be  liable  to  forfeit  and  pay,  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  five  dollars;  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Scr.  S.  All  commissioned  company  ofliccrs  and  orderly  ser- 
geants shall  forfeit  and  pay  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  the  like  offence. 

Sec.  9.  All  Regimental  officers,  either  field  or  staff,  for  each 
offence  of  like  nature,  shall  forfeit  and  pay.  not  exceeding  the  simi 
of  twenty  dollars. 

Ser.  10.  All  persons,  shall  when  on  duty  be  subject  to  the  or- 
ders, of  their  superior  officer;  and  for  any  disobedience  of  orders, 
disrespect,  or  insult,  shall  be  subject  to  arrest,  punishment,  or  fine, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  commanding  officer. 

Ser.  11.  All  officers  shall  (lept)rt  themselves  in  a  civil,  cour- 
teous and  orderly  manner,  towards  each  other,  and  towards  the 
men  under  their  command. 

Ser.  12.  All  persons  performing  military  duty,  and  keeping 
constantly  on  hand  the  arms,  ammunition,  accoutrements  and  ani- 
mals as  herein  provided;  all  such  property  so  kept,  constantly  on 
hand,  shall  not  be  liable  to  execution  or  taxation. 

Ser.  13.  All  fines  J  forfeitures,  and  penalties,  accruing  as  here- 
in contemplated,  may  be  collected  l^efore  any  magistrate  or  Court 
having  Jurisdiction;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Orderly  Sergeants 
in  Companies;  Adjutants,  in  Regiments;  Brigade  Inspectors,  in 
Brigades;  and  Adjutant  Ge'ierals,  in  Divisions;  to  prosecute  all  de- 
linquents, and  collect  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  assessed  in  their  re- 
spective commands,  and  pay  over  into  the  public  Treasury,  all 
sums  so  collected. 

Sec.  14.  Musicians  shall  provide  themselves  v/ith  good  in- 
struments, suitable  to  the  service  they  have  to  perform,  and  keep 
and  preserve  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair;  and  attend  all 
musters  and  drills;  and  all  commissioned  officers  shall  be  armed 
\yith  sword,  or  hanger,  and  when  mounted,  with  holsters  and  pis- 
tols, with  ammunition,  and  all  necessary  accoutrements. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  ordering  a  muster

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  ORGANIZA- 
TION OF  THE  JUDICIARY  C)F  THE 
STATE  OF  DESERET. 

Passed  Jaiiiiarij  9,  IS 50. 

See.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
cf  Deseret,  that  a  Supreme  Court  shall  be  organized,  to  consist  of 
one  Chief  Justice,  and  two  Associate  Justices,  cither  two  of  v^-hom 
shall  fo¥m  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  Justices  shall  be  elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  both 
Houses  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  shall  take  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation to  support  t\\Q  Constitution  of  the  United  vSts.tes.  and  of 
this  State,  and  faithfully  and  impartially  perform  and  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  cffice,  according  to  the  best  of  their  powers  and 
abilities,  aud  eacli  file  a  bond  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  conditio'ied  for  the  faithful  and  impartial  perfcirmance  of 
the  duties  of  said  office,  with  good  a.nd  approved  securities,  in  a 
sum  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  ten 
thousa'id  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  which 
bold  may  be  ir.creosed  v/lienevcr  he  shall  deem  it  necessary.

It  shall  be  th?  duty  of  each  and  every  Jtistlce  of  ttic 
Peace,  to  punish  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  at  his 
discretion,  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  bring  before  him  a  vex- 
atious lawsuit,  through  malice  or  private  jnque  against  the  defen- 
dant; all  fines  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  trie  public  Treasury. 

tSec.  36.  When  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  receiving  a  bribe,  of  using  partiality,  or  knowingly  giving  an 
unjust  decision;  he  shall  be  dismissed  from  odice,  and  fiaed  or  im- 
prisoned at  the  discretion  of  the  County  Court,,  and  h(^  shall  also 
be  liable  for  civil  suits  for  damages. 

Sec.  37.  In  nil  cases  where  civil  suit  is  commenced  befor^> 
any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  said  Justice  shall  require  the  plaintiii  to 
enter  into  bonds  to  be  approved  by  the  Justice,  for  all  costs  that 
may  arise  for  witnesses,  constabler;,  and  costs  of  Court;  the  wit- 
nesses shall  be  allowed  the  current  price  of  labor  per  day,  that  they 
would  have  earned  if  they  had  been  at  home,  and  expenses,  v.diich 
bond  shall  be  held  by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace.  And  on  the  ter- 
mination of  any  suit,  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  decide  v/lietii- 
er  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  shall  pay  said  costs,  or  vrhat  portion 
shall  be  paid  by  each,  according  to  the  Justice  of  the  case.

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  REVENUE. 

Passed  I  ij  Lhe  General  Asscmhly,  January  10,  1850. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordaiiied  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  D(!seret,  that  there  shall  be  elected  annually,  in  each  County  of 
this  State,  an  Assessor,  who  shall  also  be  the  Collector,  who  shall 
be  sworn  or  affirmed  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  and 
give  bond  and  security  approved  by  the  public  Treasurer,  and  de- 
posited id  his  office  within  tea  days  after  his  election,  and  to  hold 
liis  office  until  his  successor  is-ippointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  x\ssessor  and  TJollectcr  for  the  respective  Counties, 
shall  be  elected  at  the  first  election  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  State,  upon  the  joint  vote  of  the  tv.'o  Houses,  and  after  the 
County  Courts  are  organized,  they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  ap-' 
pointing  an  Assessor  and  Collector  annuallv,  for  their  respective 
Comities,  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  lavv'. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessors  and  Collectors,  to 
assess  and  collect,  for  the  current  year,  a  tax  of  two  cents  upon  each 
dollar's  worth  of  personal  property,  money  loaned,  or  on  hand,, 
and  improvemeiits  upon  real  estate:  provided,  that  public  property, 
property  belonging  to  religious  societies  for  public  purposes,  and 
buryi'ig  grounds,  shdl  be  exempt  from  all  such  assessments. 

Sec  4.  The  Assessors  and  Collectcrs  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  assess  all  property  at  its  cnrrer.t  value,  and  collect 
the  amount  of  tax  arising  thereon  without  delay,  and  pay  over  or 
remit  all  amounts  so  collectedj  into  the  public  Treasury,  as  often 
as  once  in  each  month. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Assessor  and  Collector,  to 
keep  a  fair  and  faithful  record  of  the  names  of  owners  of  property,, 
the  amount  Ts-^essed,  and  tax  arising  therecn.  and  collected,  and 
paid  over,  and  also  the  anicunt  assessed  rot  collected,  and  the' 
reason  why,  if  by  removal,  or  otherwise,  and  return  the  same  with 
a  full  Statement  of  all  hisproceeiiigs,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  to  the  Auditor  of  pul  lie  .'  ccounts,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  Audit  the  tame,  and  ie[:crt  thereinto  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  if  then  in  session,  or  the  first  ensuing  session.

AN  ORDINANCE,  AUTHORIZING  A  BOUNTY 
ON  KILLING  WOLVES,  &c. 

Passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  January  14.  1850. 

Ser.  1.  Be  It  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  a  bounty  of  two  dollars  is  hereby  olTered  for  the 
killing  of  each  large  mountain  wolf;  also,  one  d.jllar  for  the  killing 
of  each  small  prairie  wolf,  or  fox:  said  bouiity  to  be  paid  out  o^  the 
public  Treasury  as  hereuiafter  prescribed:  provided,  that  the  per- 
son claiming  the  bounty  shall  be  the  person  who  killed  the  wolf 
or  fox:  and  that  t)ie  application  for  said  bounty  shall  be  made  with- 
in ten  days  after  the  killing,  by  presenting  the  wolfs  o;  fox's  pelt 
entire,  together  with  two  inches  or  mo.e  of  the  upper  jaw  next 
preceding  the  end  of  the  nose  thereunto  attached  in  its  natural 
state;  and  the  killing  shall  have  been  performed  within  the  dis- 
tance of  twenty  miles  of  some  white  setihment  within  this  Stale. 

aSV.  2.  Any  person  on  killing  a  W(  If  or  U^x,  may  claim  tlie 
bounty  thereon  offered,  by  presenting  the  wolf's  or  fox's  pelt,  with 
the  upper  jaw  thereunto  attached,  as  specified  in  the  first  section 
of  this  Ordinance,  to  any  magistrate,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to 
question  any  person  making  such  claim,  and  if  the  magistrate  is 
not  satisfied  with  the  answer  of  the  claimant,  he  may  put  him  0:1 
his  oath  or  affirmation;  aiid  Avhen  satisfied  ci  the  justice  of  any 
clnim,  said  mrgstrate  shall  issue  his  ceruficate  of  the  fact,  ma- 
king a  record  of  the  same  on  his  docket;  and  sach  certificate  shall 
be  receivable  by  the  Assessor  and  Collector  of  taxes,  fi  r  the 
amount  therein  specified.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  urdaiued  by  the  General  Assembly  oi  tlie  State 
of  Descret,  that  a  University  is  hereby  instituted  and  incorpora- 
ted, located  at  (Jreat  Salt  Lake  City,  by  the  name  and  title  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  Deseret. 

>S'cc.  2.  The  powers  of  the  University  shall  be  vested  m  a 
Chancellor  and  twelve  Regents;  the  number  of  which  Regents 
may  be  increased  when  necessary,  v.'ho  shall  be  cliosen  by  the 
joint  vote  of  both  Houses  of  tlie  General  Assembly,  and  shall  hold 
their  office  for  the  tf-rpi  'i'f  four  vcrirs:  nnd  until  their  sucf^nssors 
are  qualilifd. 


<SVr.  o.  The  Chancellor  sjiail  be  tlie  chief  Excculive  uilicer 
of  tile  Universit}'.  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 

Sec.  4.  The  Chancellor  and  Board  of  Regents  are  a  body  cor- 
porate, to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  act  as  Trustees  of  the  University, 
to  transact,  or  cause  to  be  transacted,  all  business  needful  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  University,  in  advancing  all  useful  &,  fine  arts  and 
sciences:  to  select  and  procure  lands;  erect  and  purchase  buildings; 
solicit  donations;  send  agents  abroad;  receive  subscriptions;  pur- 
chase books,  maps,  charts,  and  all  apparatus  necessary  for  the  most 
liberal  endowment  of  any  library,  and  scientific  Institution;  em- 
ploy professors  and  teachers;  make  bye-kuvs,  establish  branches 
of  the  University  throughout  the  State;  and  do  all  other  things 
that  father?,  and  guardians  of  th,e  Institution  ought  to  do. 

iScc.  5.  The  Chancellor  and  Regents,  may  appoint  a  Secre- 
tary, and  define  his  duties. 

Sec.  G.  The  Chancellor,  Regents,  and  Secretary,  before  en- 
tering upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  shall  each  take  an- 
oath  of  office,  and  file  a  bond  in  tlie  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  with  approved  securities,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  thous- 
and dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several 
duties:  which  sum  may  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive of  the  State. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  University  elected 
in  the  same  luanner,  and  for  the  same  time,  as  the  Chancellor  anrl 
Regents;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  safely  keep  the 
funds  of  the  University,  or  dispose  of  the  same,  as  he  shall  be  di- 
rected by  the  Board  of  Regents;  and  keep  accurate  records  of  all 
funds  tliat  may  come  into  his  possession;  and  keep  his  books  open: 
at  all  times  for  the  inspection  of  the  Chancellor  and  Regents,  or 
any  of  them,  and  of  the  Executive  and  Secretary  of  State, 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties-  of  his 
office,  shall  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  file  a  bond,  with  approved 
.security,  in  the  ofllce  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  which  sum  may  be  increased  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Executive  of  the  State. 

Sec,  9.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  Board  of  Regents,  or 
any  office  in  the  Institution,  during  the  recess  of  the  General  A.^- 
sembly,  the  Executive  of  the  State  may  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  tlie  University 
to  prepare,  and  open  books,  and  be  ready  to  receive  subscriptions, 
donations  and  appropriations,  on  or  before  tlie  sixth  day  of  April 
next;  and  shall  legibly  enter  upon  their  books,  all  subscriptions, 
■•iiifl  (Jou.'ifif.ins' to  tiic  Univf'i-sit\-.    with   tlu;  iiainf>'  ^f  ihc  di'iiors, 


•tunc;  aiul  pluoc,  and  prcb'orvc  tlic  same. 

Sac.  11.  The  sum  of  five  tliousauil  JuiiaiS  i^;  jiei-cuy  appr;)- 
priated  annually  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  said  University. 

•  >SV.  12.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  a  Seal,  known  as 
the  Seal  of  the  University;  which  may  accompany  aU  their  official 
correspondence,  and  all  other  legal  documents  i,'ivcn  under  tlic 
hands  of  the  Regency  of  tlie  Universil.y. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chancellor  and  Board  of 
Regents,  as  soon  as  the  funds  arising  from  d'niations  or  otherwise 
may  justify,  to  establish  a  free  school  lustitutiou  fox  the  benefit  o( 
'orphans,  and  other  indigent  worthy  persons.  ,    ,. 

Sf'c.  14.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  each  present  a  full 
•and  explicit  rc]X)rt  in  writing  of  the  situation,  funds,  and  doings 
of  the  University  in  t!ioir  several  departincmts,  on  tho  frst  of  J^o 
•yendier  in  each  year,  in  the  Secretary  of  State.

Src.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  (leneral  Assembly  of  the  State 
wfDeseret,  that  a  County  Recorder  shall  be  elected  at  the  iTsuai 
place  of  holding  Rlections  in  each  organized  County  of  this  State. 
Avliose  term  of  ofllce  shall  be  fortr  years,  and  until  liis  successor  is 
([ualificd. 

Sec.  2.  The  recorders  in  their  •respeeiive  (Joinilios  slinll  take 
an  oath  of  office,  and  give  bond  and  security  to  be  approved  by  the 
County  Court,  and  filed  in  tlie  County  Clerk's  office. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Recorders  in  their  respective 
Counties,  to  provide  themselves  with  good  and  well  bou))(l  lionks 
suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  record  therein  all  transfers  or  convey- 
ances of  liand  or  Tenements,  and  all  other  Instruments  of  "^vriting 
and  Documents  suitable,  necessary  and  proper  to  be  recorded;  in  a 
fair  and  legible  manner. 

Sec.  4.  The  Recorders  in  their  respective  Counties  shall  also 
procure  and  keep  a  suitable  book  for  the  purpose  of  recording 
town  and  city  plats,  and  plats  of  all  surveys  of  lands,  roads,  and 
surveys  of  public  works,  v/henever  the  same  shall  be  permanenth' 
located,  and  being  within  their  respective  Counties. 

Sec.  ;■>.  The  books  of  record  shall  be  indexed  in  alphabetical 
■ordi.^r.  a'ld  (V';':  to  the  examination  of  all  pers.)!!-.-.  ,-!;;'!  i-ro-i"  ihi^  fi- 
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ing  of  any  paper  for  record,  the  Recorder  shall  endorse  upon  the 
back  thereof  the  time  of  receiving  it. 

^cc.  6.     To  make  deeds,  bonds,  mortgages  and  all  other  instru- 
ments of  writing,  which  are  to  be  recorded  on  the  County  records 
lawful,  they  shall  be  acknowledged  before  the  County  Recorder, 
without  which  they  shall  not  be  valid.

AN  ORDINANCE,  CREATING  A  SURVEYOR  GENERAL'S 

OFFICE,  &c. 
Passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  March  2,    1850. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret.  that  a  Surveyor  General  for  tlie  State  shall  be  elected 
by  the  General  Assembly,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  Surveyor  General  shall  take  an  oath  of  office, 
and  give  bond  and  security  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
State;  and  filed  in  his  offixce. 

Sec.  3.  The  Surveyor  General  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  Seat 
of  Government,  and  keop  a  record  of  all  surveys  made  by  himself 
or  reported  to  Inm  by  other  surveyors,  in  a  book  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  He  shall  also  have  a  general  superintendence  and  su- 
pervision of  all  surveys  of  land,  made  within  the  State. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  also  be  a  County  Surveyor,  appointed  by 
the  County  Court  in  each  County,  v/hose  term  of  oflice  shall  bo 
four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified. 

Sec.  5.  The  County  Surveyor  shall  take  an  oath  of  office,  and 
give  bond  and  security  to  be  approved  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County 
Court,  in  their  respective  Counties,  and  file  the  same  in  his  office. 

Sec.  6.  All  surveys  made  in  any  County  shall,  upon  the  com- 
pletion thereof  be  returned  to  the  County  Surveyor,  who  shall  file 
a  copy  thereof,  together  with  a  copy  of  all  surveys  made  by  him- 
self, iii  the  County  Recorder's  office,  in  the  County  wherein  the 
same  is  made;  and  transmit  another  copy  of  the  same,  together 
with  the  surveys  made  by  himself,  to  the  Surveyor  General's  of- 
fice at  the  Seat  of  Government. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  General,  and  all 
County  Surveyors,  to  supervise  oil  surveys  made  in  their  respect- 
ive jurisdictions,  that  the  same  may  be  accunite.  and  no  report 
sliall  be  filed  for  record,  until  the  same  shall  be  certified  to,  by  the 
Surveyor  General,  or  County  Surveyor,  as  being  correct. 

Sec.  8.  All  surveys  made  in  this  State,  shall  be  made  to  corres- 
pond with  the  original  survey  of  Great  Salt  liake  City,  and  in  all 
new  surveys,  cerlificatcs  a]  proved  by  authoiized  surveyors  shall, 
be  considered   title   of  pcts-ssioU;  to   the  liolding   of  the   same, 
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tor  the  amount  of  land  therein  described. 

tSec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  surveyors  AVitliin  the  State, 
to  make  return  of  all  such  reports  within  ten  days,  to  the  Recorder 
of  the  County  wherein  the  survey-is  made,  and  transmit  another 
copy  of  the  same  to  the  Surveyor  General's  office,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  same  shall  be  completed.

Sec.   Ir     Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Deseret,  that  the  Quartermaster  of  the  State  of  Deseret  is  here- 
by authorized  to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  tlie  safe  kcej  i'lg  and 
preservation  of  Ordiu^nse,  cam.n  equipage,  ammunition,  sn.aM  armt-v 
supplies,  &c. 

Sec.  2.  The  Quartermaster  is  al-  o  autb.orized  to  purcha.<ic  all 
arms  and  mimitio:is  of  war  necessary,  and  it  is  hereby  made  his 
d.uty  to  cause  tlie  Ordnance  to  be  repaired,  and  piU  in  complete 
order  without  delay. 

Sec.  3,  Any  person  having  furnished  supplies  for  tlie  Utaii  ex- 
pedition against  tlie  Indians,  and  the  amount  of  the  sanre  not  hav- 
ing been  ascertained  or  allowed,  or  any  expense  incurred  hy  rea- 
son of  thjs  Ordinance:  or  the  Ordinance  regulating  the  Militia, 
passed  February  27  ult.,  the  same  may  be  audited  by  the  Auditor 
and  if  found  correct,  he  sliall  give  an  order  upon  the  Treasurer  for 
the  same,  v.dio  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  any  money  in  the  Public 
Treasury,  riot  otberv-ise  appropriated.

AN  ORDINANiJE  PROHIBITING  THE  SALE  OF  ARMS. 

AMMUNITION,  OR  SPIRITUOUS  LIQUORS 

TO  THE  INDIANS. 

Passed,  March,  28.  18-50. 
Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
Df  Deseret,  that  if  any  person  shall  hereafter  trade  or  give  any 
guns,  rifles,  pistols,  or  any  other  deadly  weapons,  ammunition  or 
spirituous  Ijqucrs,  to  any  Indian;  v/ithout  having  a  license,  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  be  fined  in  a  simi 
not  exceeduig  five  hundred  dollars  for  eacli  offence,  and  also  for- 
i'eit  all  the  property  received  from  the  Indian,  which  shall  be  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  into  the  Public  Treasury.
